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DETAILED ACTION 

Examiner has considered the International Search Report and Written Opinion that Applicant 
filed on June 8, 2005 notes that references listed were cited in the Office Action April 20,05. 

Response to Amendment/Remarks 
The rejection of claims 1, 3, 5 5 and 7 under 35 U. S. C. 102 (b) as anticipated by USPN 
6,499,860 to Begemann is withdrawn because Applicant amended claim 1 to include the 
subject matter of claim 2 that was noted as allowable in Office Action April 20,2005. 
Examiner acknowledges that Applicant has canceled claims 2 and 3 without prejudice. 
Examiner acknowledges that Applicant has added new claims 17-24. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4-24 are allowed. 
Regarding claims 1,4-8: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 includes 
A light bulb comprising: a board supporting at least one LED; a base housing 
a heat sink housing configured to be secured to base housing at a first 
end of heat sink housing and configured to receive board at a second end of 
heat sink housing, opposite to said first end of said heat sink housing , said 
heat sink housing further configured to have sufficient thermal mass to act as a 
heat sink ; and a power supply sub-assembly configured to fit into base housing and 
to provide power to at least one light emitting diode on the board. 
This combination of limitations is not found or taught in the art of record. 
Claims 4-8 depend from claim 1 and are allowable for the same reasons. 
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Regarding claims 9-16: 
Claims 9- 1 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance Claim 9 has light bulb 
LED with means for supporting LED, first means for housing said means for supporting, second 
means for housing to be secured to said first means for housing at a first end of said second 
. means for housing and for receiving said means for supporting at a second end of said second 
means for housing opposite to said first end of said second means for housing said second means 
for housing further configured to have sufficient thermal mass to act as a heat sink. 

The limitations set forth in claim 9 are not found or taught in the art of record. 

Regarding claims 17-24: 

New independent claim 17 corresponds to original claim 1, but further recites the heat 
sink housing "forming an outer portion of the light bulb". 

This limitation is not found or taught in the art of record. 

Claims 18-24 depend from claim 17 and are allowable for the same reasons.
